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U.S. Military Clash 
Could Mean Tactical 
A-Weapons—Dulles 


Doesn't Tell Whether 
Such Would Be Used 
For Quemoy, Matsus 


WASHINGTON (yp) — Secretary 
of State Dulles said today he im­ 
agines the United States would use 
tactical atomic weapons if it be­ 
comes engaged in any major mili­ 
tary clash anywhere in the world. 
Dulles told a news conference 
he could not say offhand whether 
such weapons would be used in 
defense of Quemoy and the Mat­ 
sus if the United States decides 
to assist the Chinese Nationailist 
forces in holding those islands. 
Might Well Intervene 
He indicated, however, that if 
the Chinese Communists made a 
m ajor effort to take the islands— 
and the attempt was also clearly 
aimed at conquest of Formosa— 
the United States might well in-> 
tervene with sea and air forces 
equipped with atomic weapons. 
By law, a decision to use atomic 
weapons may be made only by the 
President. Also, President Eisen­ 
hower has said he would reserve 
to himself alone any decision on 
the use of U.S. forces in defense of 
the Nationalist held islands. 
Dulles said the atomic missiles 
he had in mind were tactical wea­ 
pons such as a new typye of shell 
or bomb of small dimensions and 
posing no problem of radioactive 
fall out. He said they are for use 
against 
military 
targets 
upon 
which they would exert a far 
greater destructive effect than the 
standard bombs and shells of the 
past. 
Powerful Use Down 
As for weapons of mass de­ 
struction, Dulles said he thought 
the likelihood of the use of the 
most powerful weapons—obvious­ 
ly referring to hydrogen bombs— 
actually goes down as the pros­ 
pect of using tactical atomic wea­ 
pons increases. 
He felt this way, he said, be­ 
cause in the last 
war nations 
turned to ghastly destructive a t­ 
tacks on cities after they found 
they could not put the military out 
of business.

Only Air Weapon With Own Brain 


WASHINGTON U* — The Air 
Force today described the Falcon, 
its newest guided missile, as “the 
only air-to-air missile with a brain 
of its own.” 
Removing some of the secrecy 
wrappings from the weapon de­ 
signed to seek out and drop enemy 
bombers, the Air Force said it is 
the first line of defense against 
air attack. 
Now in Production 
This latest and smallest Ameri­ 
can missile is already in produc­ 
tion and will soon be supplied as 
fighting arm am ent to all-weather 
fighter-interceptor jet units 
sta­ 
tioned in the arctic and at other 
posts around the approaches to the 
N orth American continent. 
The Navy already has in u s e 
the Sparrow missile, also f o r 
launching 
from 
f i g hter craft 
against enemy planes. One version 
has a built-in guidance system that 
uses some of the features 
incor­ 
porated in the Falcon, but the Air 
Force said its xnissile contains 


guidance refinements and improve­ 
ments that place it as of now in 
a class by itself. 
The Falcon was conceived by 
the Air Force in 1947 and developed 
and produced by the Hughes Air­ 
craft Co. at Culver City, Calif., 
and Tucson, Ariz. 
Cigar-Shaped 
In words and pictures, the Air 
Force disclosed the Falcon to be 
a 
cigar-shaped 
missile 
looking 
like a rocket and about six feet 
long. At its warhead end, it is 
a little larger than a m an’s head. 
Pictures showed it can be carried 
under the wings of a jet fighter, 
as ordinary rockets have been in 
the past. 
When the pilot spots an ap­ 
proaching enemy bomber on his 
radarscope, the target is “ locked” 
in the guidance system. An elec­ 
tronic computer takes over a n d 
fires the missile automatically.

W A SH IN G TO N (/P) — Secretary 
of State Dulles said today he im­ 
agines the United States would use 
tactical atomic weapons if it be­ 
comes engaged in any major m ili­ 
tary clash anywhere in the world. 
Dulles told a news conference 
he could not say offhand whether 
such weapons would be used in 
defense of Quemoy and the M at­ 
sus if the United States decides 
to assist the Chinese Nationailist 
forces in holding those islands. 
Might W ell Intervene 
He indicated, however, that if 
the Chinese Communists made a 
m ajor effort to take the islands— 
and the attempt was also clearly 
aimed at conquest of Formosa— 
the United States might well in-’ 
tervene with sea and air forces 
equipped with atomic weapons. 
By law, a decision to use atomic 
weapons may be made only by the 
President. Also, President Eisen­ 
hower has said he would reserve 
to himself alone any decision on 
the use of U.S. forces in defense of 
the Nationalist held islands. 
Dulles said the atomic missiles 
he had in mind were tactical wea­ 
pons such as a new typye of shell 
or bomb of small dimensions and 
posing no problem of radioactive 
fall out. He said they are for use 
against

targets 
upon 
which they would exert a 
far 
greater destructive effect than the 
standard bombs and shells of the 
past. 
Powerful Use Down 
As for weapons of mass de­ 
struction, Dulles said he thought 
the likelihood of the use of the 
most powerful weapons— obvious­ 
ly referring to hydrogen bombs— 
actually goes down as the pros­ 
pect of using tactical atomic wea­ 
pons increases.

W ASHINGTO N (A* — The Air 
Force today described the Falcon, 
its newest guided missile, as "the 
only air-to-air missile with a brain 
of its own." 
Removing some of the secrecy 
wrappings from the weapon de­ 
signed to seek out and drop enemy 
bombers, the A ir Force said it is 
the first line of defense against 
air attack. 
Now in Production 
This latest and smallest Am eri­ 
can missile is already in produc­ 
tion and will soon be supplied as 
fighting armament to all-weather 
fighter-interceptor 
jet units 
sta­ 
tioned in the arctic and at other 
posts around the approaches to the 
North American continent. 
The Navy already has in u s e 
the Sparrow missile, also f o r 
launching 
from 
f i g hter craft 
against enemy planes. One version 
has a built-in guidance system that 
uses some of the features 
incor­ 
porated in the Falcon, but the Air

guidance refinements and improve­ 
ments that place it as of now in 
a class by itself.

History of Ccmalcu 


Part 3 


On January 15. 
1915 the first 
bank was opened with E. M. Ford 
as cashier and D. S. Kreps a s 
president. 
The 
first stockholders 
were D. S. Kreps. P. L. McLaurin, 
W. M. Moore. B. H. Harris. J. W. 
Baughn, E. M. Ford. O. C. Muncey, 
and Harry McFarlin. 
The Bank was located in t h e 
w’est end of W. M. Moore's store 
building. The capitol stock w a s 
$10,000 with one half paid up. When 
the Lanpher building, now owned 
by W. M. Moore was completed by 
by D S. Kreps. the bank was then 
moved to that building. It was lo­ 
cated on the east side where Ed 
Scott now lives. 
D. S. Kreps remained president 
until July 1, 1918 when his shares 
w’ere bought by J. R. Grabenhurst 
w’ho then became president of the 
bank. On January 1. 1919 the brick 
building where V. E. 
Hammock 
now has a hardware store, was 
completed and the bank was mov-' 
ed to there. 
Cashiers Serving 
The following served as cashiers 
for the bank after Ford in the or­ 
der named: O. C. Muncey. B. D 
Baker, J G. Wells Then JiH 
1 
1918 
Henry 
Daugherty 
became 
cashier and served until November 
10, 1919 when Henry Kerstner be­ 
came cashier. Th»- capital stock at 
that time was $10,000 fully paid up 
with a surplus of $3,000. The life 
of the bank was short, however, 
and with its passing came one of 
Canalou’s 
biggest 
tragedies. 
On 
June 7, 1927 the bank failed to open 
its doors to the sorrow of many 
who depended upon it. 
Deemed Necessary 
As the cotton acreage increased 
it was deemed necessary to locate 


a cotton gin here. In May 1923, 
Johnson & Smallen started to build 
a gin here. Within a month they 
ran low on funds and had to stop 
building. The citizens of the town 
saw the need of a gin so a co­ 
partnership was formed by them. 
It consisted of X. Caverno, E. H. 
Percy, W. M. Moore, E. W. P. 
Kranso, Homer Hoover, J. P. G ra­ 
benhurst. and Louise Lay Caverno. 
The gin was incorporated Febru­ 
ary 16, 1924 an 1 capitalized at $24,- 
000 with $12,000 paid up. It was op­ 
erated during the year under this 
corporation. 


On May 14. 1925 the plant and 
equipment was sold to the Ozark 
Company who operated it during 
the 1925-26 ginning s. ason. On Feb­ 
ruary 1, 1926 the gin was destroy­ 
ed by fire. The Ozark Company de­ 
cided not to rebuild here as this 
gin would be too far away from 
any of their other gins. On June 1, 
19‘*6 incornorah d n.v • > ■ wa re ap­ 
plied for by the following persons 
who were to comprise the com­ 
pany: Ernst S Alien of Anna, Illi­ 
nois;

breathing. Our lungs usually w’ork 
for us without conscious orders 
from the brain. It is only when 
breathing becomes difficult that 
w’e stop to think of the complicated 
and delicate structure on which we 
depend for life itself. 
So delicate is the fabric i'm; the 
pressure of a small amount of air 
can cause a lung to collapse. The 
lung cavity is protected by t h e 
strong bony cage of tho ribs, but 
sometimes a disease such as tu­ 


berculosis, a tissue defect, or a 
wound will allow air, blood, or pus 
to get into the space around the 
lung and force it to collapse. 
Even when one lung Is partly or 
totally collapsed, a person can get 
on reasonably well with the other. 
In treating tuberculosis, a lung is 
sometimes purposely collapsed to 
allow it to rest, and so give the 
diseased parts a chance to heal. 
For many years lung collapse, 
either tem porary by forcing air in­ 
to the lung cavity, or permanent 
by removing part of the ribs, was 
the only safe surgical treatm ent of 
TB. Today, with the use of anti­ 
tuberculosis 
drugs, 
the 
surgeon 
can often cut out discased parts of 
the lung. However, there are cases 
where this cannot be done a n d 
collapse can be more 
successful. 
In a new* type of operation col­ 
lapse is maintained by putting in­ 
to the chest cavity .some m aterial 
such as plastic balls. 
Usually a collapsed lung will re- 
expnnd slowly as the air about it 
is absorbed, and normal function 
will be restored. But pressure over 
a long period may result in thick­ 
ened, scarred membrane around 
the lung, permanently constricting 
it.

U S SENATOR FOR MISSOURI 


WASHINGTON. Marh 16 — As 
thte is written, 47 Senators have 
j'ilned in co-sponsoring the “ Eco­ 
nomic 
Plan 
for 
D isarm am ent,” 
■which I introduced in the Senate 
two weeks ago. 
The Resolution requests t h e 
President to urge the United Na­ 
tions to explore the possibilities of 
putting ceilings on the percentage 
of any nation’s resources which 
could be devoted to military pur­ 
poses. 
Limiting 
the 
resources 
which 
could be allocated to the military 
would increase that amount which 
could be devoted to improving the 
living levels of all peoples. 
The Resolution has been referred 
to the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee. 
On March 7, Moscow Radio at­ 
tacked this resolution in 120 words 
of criticism. 
Through their criticisms in ef­ 
fect they have brought out its po­ 
tential merit for peace. The Com­ 
munist leaders appear to be more 
interested in world domination as j 
against disarm ament; but we must 
Continue to try to reach an under­ 
standing, because that is the door 
to perm ament world peace. 
On the other hand, we must 
never let down our military guard i 
until foolproof inspection and con-! 
trol is a fact. 
The Soviet Government today is 
expending 
more 
for 
arm am ent 
than it did in World War II. 
By contrast, our own 1955 mili­ 
tary budget is about a third of 
what it was at our wartime peak. 
Speaking in Moscow, Soviet com­ 
mentator Nikolai Andreyev, admit­ 
ted the validity of the premise on 
which the economic disarm am ent 
plan is based. He said: 
“ A government’s peaceful or ag­ 
gressive intentions can be 
deter­ 
mined by how it apportions its re­ 
sources.” 
But Mr. Andreyev did not annlv 
this rule to the economy of his 
government. If he had, it 
would 
have clearly shown the aggressive 
intentions of the Soviet. 
Steel is a key commodity in 
both military and civilian produc­ 
tion. 
United 
States 
produces 
around 100 million tons a vear, of 
which 20 per cent wont into 5 ^ 
million automobiles in 1954 — and 
but 1 per cent went into direct 
military use. 
The Soviet economy produces 40 
million tons of steel a year, but 
made only 45,000 automobiles. 
Where does the major portion of 
their steel production go? That is 
one of the big questions this pro­ 
posed resolution would solve. 


Of particular interest to m a n y ! 
Missouri municipalities and other 
political subdivisions will be a bill 
to be introduced next week by 
6enator Russell Long (D-La.) to 
authorize the extension of credit to 
assist local communities in getting 
needed funds for such facilities as 
water and sewage systems.
